ifTlHE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report 
-1-  that  a  substantial  number  of  residents  in 
the  area  of  unorganized  territory  at  Hazelton 
and  in  the  vicinity  thereof  have  presented  a 
petition  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  “  curfew  ” 
in  the  area:

( b )  The  age  at  which  a  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  child  for  the  purpose  of 
the  regulation  made  under  clause  (a) 
shall  be  sixteen  years  and  under: 

(c)  The  hours  that  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
night-time  for  the  purposes  of  the  regu¬ 
lation  made  under  clause  (a)  shall  be 
between  9.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
and  6  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  except  during  the  months 
of  May  to  September,  both  months  in¬ 
clusive,  when  the  hours  shall  be  between 
10.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  and  6 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  following 
day: 

( d )  The  klaxon  horns,  which  previously 
were  used  as  A.R.P.  warnings,  to  be 
known  as  the  “  curfew,”  shall  be  sounded 
daily  as  a  warning  at  or  near  the  time 
appointed  for  the  commencement  of 
night-time : 

(e)  The  boundaries  of  the  area  to  which 
these  regulations  shall  apply  shall  be: 
On  the  north,  the  Skeena  River;  on  the 
east,  south,  and  west,  the  boundary  of 
the  Hazelton  Indian  Reserve  No.  1.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 

nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 

petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  tl?e 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and

privilege,  the  height  of  the  ai'ches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.

ATOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  an  application 
will  be  made  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  at  its 
next  session,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Vancou¬ 
ver  foi  an  Act  to  amend  the  “Vancouver 
Incorporation  Act,  1921,”  providing  for  the 
following  matters  and  giving  to  the  said  City 
and  Council  thereof  the  following  powers, 
namely: — 

I-  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that 
no  Alderman,  shall  be  nominated  for  Mayor 
unless  he  resigns  in  sufficient  time  to  permit 
the  holding  of  an  election  to  fill  the  vacancy 
thus  created  at  the  same  time  as  the  election 
to  fill  the  office  of  Mayor. 

2.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  extend  the  right 
to  vote  to  certain  classes  not  now  eligible. 

3.  To  amend  section  22  of  the  said  Act  by 
striking  out  the  words  “  twenty-five  ”  in  the 
second  line  of  subsection  (3),  and  substituting 
therefor  the  word  “  thirty.” 

4.  To  amend  section  56,  subsection  (17),  to 
provide  that  part  of  an  hour  shall  be  construed 
as  a  whole  hour  in  computing  payment  by  the 
hour  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessment 
Appeals. 

5.  To  amend  section  163  to  enable  the  Coun¬ 
cil  to  manage  and  regulate  lots,  areas,  or 
premises  owned  by  the  City  and  used  for 
public  parking1,  and  to  delegate  all  or  any  of 
its  powers  with  respect  to  parking  lots,  areas, 
or  premises  to  a  Board  or  Commission  to  the 
extent  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may 
deem  expedient;  and  for  charging  the  interest 
in  any  lands  of  any  person  entering  into  any 
agreement  with  the  City  with  respect  to  any 
parking  lot,  area,  or  premises  with  any  sum 
or  sums  payable  pursuant  to  such  agreement; 
and  for  registering  such  charge  in  the  Land 
Registry  Office;  and  for  enforcing  payment 
of  such  sum  or  sums. 

6.  To  further  amend  section  163  to  provide 
for  making  the  business  tax  applicable  to  in¬ 
surance  and  trust  companies. 

7.  To  further  amend  section  163  to  provide 
for  regulating,  controlling,  and  prohibiting 
the  subdivision  of  land,  and  for  providing  that 
such  regulations  shall  take  effect  notwith¬ 
standing  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act.” 


8.  To  further  amend  section  163  and  section 
253  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  policing 
of  airports  owned  or  operated  by  the  City 
outside  the  City  limits,  and  to  establish  an 
Airport  Authority  for  the  management  of  air¬ 
ports  owned  or  operated  by  the  City. 

9.  To  further  amend  section  163  to  remove 
the  maximum  licence  fees  and  taxes  charge¬ 
able  thereunder.

12.  To  amend  section  225  to  provide  that  the 
special  rate  to  be  levied  for  the  work  or  ser¬ 
vice  contemplated  therein  may  be  levied  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  frontage  of  the  rateable  property 
against  which  the  levy  is  to  be  made. 

13.  To  amend  the  said  Act  by  inserting 
therein  the  following  as  section  265a: — 

“  265a.  The  Park  Board  may  by  resolution 
provide  for  paying  the  members  of  the  said 
Board  during  their  term  of  office  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  $500  per  annum  for  the 
Chairman  and  $300  per  annum  for  the  other 
members  thereof.”
